The Jewelers of ancient Egypt knew 
more than modern craftsmen about 
treating gems so that they would 
abine and sparkle. Such gems as the 
emerald, garnet and Jacinth were live- 
lier and more luminous in the days of 
the Ptolemies than they can be made 
todB7- It is know n that the diamond, 
ruby, emerald and kunzite become 
i phosphorescent or tiuoresctnt un- 
certain circumstances. 

exhibit the liveliest phosphor- 
In vacuum tubes. Kven in 
rarefied air some diamonds give out a 
blue light, w hich is not present In a 
denaer atmosphere. In a vacuum n 
diamond of four or live karats gives 
at much light as a candle. The color 
af the light differs not only with the 
origin of the diamond, but with the 
faceta of the same diamond. Muske- 
lyne made a collection of diamonds 
which glowed In a vacuum with nearly 
all the colors of the spectrum. An uii- 
whlch was roughly cube 
with truncated coiners and 
emitted orange yellow light 
from the faces of the culie. pale yellow 
from the corners, and lemon yellow 
from the flat edges.

STYLE IN OLD ST. LOUIS. 



of the Men and Woman 
Colonial Times. 

Monette in bla bistory of tbe valley 
of tbe Mississippi tells of the habit of 
dress which prevailed in St. Louis in 
colonial days. Here is what be has to 

say: 

"The lejccrinp* were of coarse linen in 
summer and of deerskin lu winter. 
Tbe principal garment for the meu In 
cold weather was ifeiierally a coarse 
blanket capote drawn over the shirt 
and long vest The capote served the 
double purpose of cloak and bat. for 
tbe hood attached to the collar behind 
hung upon tbe back and shoulders as 
a cape, and when desired It served to 
cover tbe whole bead, and especially 
among tbe boatmen, voyageurs and 
courscur* de tails the head was envel- 
oped in a blue handkerchief, turbaii- 
I like, as a protection rrom the solar 
I heat and noxious insects. 

"The same material, of lighter qual- 
j Ity and fancy colors, wreathed with 
1 brlirbt colored ribbons and sometimes 
' Mowers, iormed the fancy headdress of 
the females on festive occasions. At 
other times they also used the han.l 
kerchief in the more patriarchal style. 

•The dress of the matrons was sim- 
ple and plain. The old fashioned short 
jacket and pattteasjt, varied to suit the 
diversities or taste, was the common 
overdress of tbe women. Tbe feet In 
winter were protected by Indian moc- 
assins or tbe more unwieldy clog shoe, 
but In summer and In dry weather the 
foot wbs left uncovered and free ex- 
cept on festive occasions and holidays, 
when It was adorned with tbe light 
moccasin, gorgeously ornamented with 
brilliants or poreupiue quills, shells, 
beads or lace lugeiiiously wrought over 
the front instead or buckles and on the 
side daps."-St. Louis
